TORIES PLAY LAW AND ORDER 
CONSERVATIVE MP JOHN WILLIAMS 
slapped the justice card on the table 
just as Michael White, accused of the 
second degree murder of his wife 
Liana, was released on bail, and 18- 
year-old Sarah Easton was killed ina 
drive-by shooting. 

“The community is outraged at 
this wanton loss of life,” said 
Williams, after hundreds attended 
Easton’s funeral last Friday 

He said Liberal policies coddle 
criminals, allowing them to slip 
through various clauses of the court 
system and enter our streets too 
early. Williams also said sentences 
aren't long enough to act as a deter- 
rent to crime. 

“Too many criminals are getting 
off on technicalities, but the victims 
don’t get off on technicalities. They 
have to live with it for the rest of their 
lives,” he said. 

“The Liberal Party has spent $2 bil- 
lion on a program to register all guns 
in Canada, but people continue to be 
killed by unregistered guns.” 

Williams supports a petition orga- 
nized by Dena Gallant in protest 
against the release on bail of White, 
which had 2000 signatures by the 
end of October. The petition was pre- 
sented to Tory MLA Thomas 
Lukaszuk, who said he would for- 
ward it to Justice Minister Irwin 

Cotler, with a note that his “catch 
and release” program is not working. 

Sanjeev Anand, Associate Profes- 
sor in the Faculty of Law at the U of 
A weighed in on the outrage. 

“The protest of bail in this case is a 


visceral one without a lot of 
thought,” he said. 

Anand said the considerations for 
posting bail are whether the defen- 
dant poses a risk to the public, and 
whether the defendant will appear 
for trial, regardless of the crime com- 
mitted. He said White meets these 
requirements, and therefore his bail 
is fair. 

Anand also said guns should be 
controlled rather than registered— 
that there is no good reason for any- 
one to own them in the city but 
understands why farmers need 
them 

Alex Swann, spokesman for Anne 
McLellan, said she and Cotler set up 
a crime prevention program in 1998. 
He said it would be premature of the 
government to change existing poli- 
cies based on one crime. 

“You don’t need to rebuild the 
wheel,” Swan said. “The firearm sec- 
tion of the criminal code has more 
mandatory minimum sentences 
than perhaps any other.” 

According to Swan, since 1995 
government has shown a willing- 
ness to tighten laws and toughen 
sentences, but these can only be 
imposed if there's a successful trial. 

“Instead of just passing laws we 
are trying to help police prosecute 
those laws,” he said.

Don’t be deflated 


As SUV activists in France effect change, are 
the numbers of road beasts dropping? 


TO BE YOUNG IN PARIS IN THE EARLY 
days of the French Revolution, when 
the very air tasted like wine! These 
days, the air is fouled by a million 
tailpipes—chief among them, the 
dirty exhaust from increasingly 
popular SUVs. 

The French once abhorred SUVs, 
but now six per cent of all vehicle 
sales are of sport-utility vehicles. I 
saw a similar trend in three recent 
visits to Europe. You even see them 
in eco-friendly countries like Sweden 
and Denmark Of course, six 
per cent is still a tiny 
share: in the US, more 
than 50 per cent of 
sales are of

The brave SUV buyers in Europe 
have paid $5 or $6 per gallon fora 
long time, and that’s discouraging to 
all but the most determined. 

Anti-car protest in the US mostly 
takes the form of bicycle advocacy, 
but in Europe, they have full-scale 
war on automobiles, epitomized by 
groups like Car Busters. 

Now a new group, called Les 
Dégonflés (The Deflated), has taken 
to the Parisian streets for some very 
effective street theater that is, for 
some reason, not even illegal in 
France. They let the air out of 

SUV tires, block them in the 
\ street, smear them with 
mud, and leave 
leaflets with infor- 
mation on climate 
change and other 
relevant topics. 


“I'm going to sound not empathet- 
ic when | say this, but we didn’t do 
our consultations on campus, and we 
didn’t do them on campus for a rea- 
son. Unfortunately Public Interest 
Alberta did theirs on campus and got 
the reactions you would expect to 
get,” he said. 

Oh, but Hancock didn’t halt his 
belittling there. 

“The same people who are con- 
cerned about a $20,000 debt level will 
go out and buy a car the day they 
graduate, and take a consumer debt 
at a higher rate to finance it,” he 
added. 

The “unempathetic” remarks came 
on the heels of a damning report on 
Alberta’s post-secondary system 
from Public Interest Alberta (PLA). 
The lobby group’s public survey 
showed 52 per cent of respondents 
gave the province a D grade on fund- 
ing, while 25 per cent gave the 
province an F. Eighty-one per cent 
gave the province a D or F on afford- 
ability, and 63 per cent gave a D or F 
on accessibility. Assessments of the 
quality of education were more 
mixed, three per cent giving an A, 13 
per cent a B, 31 per cent a D, while 20 
per cent marked an F. 

A total of 237 students, faculty 
members, and others from across 
Alberta expressed concerns about 
growing levels of corporate funding 
in post-secondary education, tuition 
rates which rank amongst the highest 
in Canada, and slipping support for 
the arts and humanities. 

New Democrat Advanced Educa- 
tion critic Raj Pannu was “flabber- 
gasted” by Hancock's remarks. 

“To say on purpose they bypassed 
this segment of the population that 
has first-hand knowledge of the sys- 
tem we have now... is really, inmy 


CONFRONTING CHANGE 

Because no property was dam- 
aged (what about the tires?) the 
French flics have taken no action 
against Les Dégonflés, whose leader, 
28-year-old Sub-Sergeant Major 
Madcap, proclaims, “SUVs have 
become a status symbol in France, so 
we're showing owners that not 
everyone thinks they're hot.” Adds 
Sub-Warrant Officer Joker, “We 
think that our action makes the 
owners look like wallies. We operate 
once a week, and we try to deflate 30 
per evening.” 

Paris is already deeply anti-SUV, 
and officials have debated parking 
bans. Deputy Mayor Denis Baupin 
has made a campaign against the off- 
road beasts, calling them “a 
caricature of a car.” Ata rally held 
outside a closed Jeep dealership 
(surrounded by bicyclists and chil- 
dren in cow masks), he proclaimed, 
“An SUV is absolutely useless for 
Paris.” 

The group wants to expand to 
Australia and, they say, California, 
where the Los Angeles Times says 
they may run into resistance. In this 
“mecca of the sport utility vehicle,” 
the paper said, “they would proba- 
bly have been jailed, beaten, shot, or 
at least sued.”

(Reading 
French helps.) But other anti-SUV 
actions are proceeding apace. Last 
May, 35 activists invad-

New edition of paranoid prose comes on heels 
of Aronofsky adaption announcement 


Under their tutelage, he becomes 
both a connoisseur of the movies 
and Clare’s lover. Additionally, he 
becomes obsessed with Max Castle, 
an immigrant German director who 
went from making expressionist 
thrillers and vampire pictures at 
UFA studios in Germany, to a cou- 
ple of lost young genius epics in 
Europe and Hollywood, to working 
with the likes of Orson Welles and 
John Huston, then spiraled down- 
hill to getting any jobs he could 
scrounge in fourth-rate monster 
films in the 1930s and ‘40s. Gates, 
after viewing a stolen, supposed 
lost film of Castle’s from the 1920s, 
Judas Everyman, is shaken by the 
film’s uncanny, almost supernatur- 
al, power and is convinced he’s dis- 
covered a lost genius of the movies. 
He begins to investigate Castle's 
career. What he discovers instead is 
a dark conspiracy, which dates back 
hundreds of years and is the reason 
why movies, and before them 
inventions like the Zeotrope and 
even paper flicker books, were con- 
demned by the early church as an 
unnatural heresy. 

Part of the book's power is that 





Roszak is obviously an astute histo- 
rian, mixing real film and religious 
history with fiction in such as way 
as to be seamless. He knows his 
movies, and his insights into actual 
films are such that we don’t dispute 
his fictional creations either. His eye 
and credentials as a social observer 
lend further weight to the novel. As 
the author of such classics as The 
Making Of A Counter Culture and 
The Cult Of Information, he’s an 
acute critic. For film enthusiasts, 
the novel is like an addictive, dark 
chocolate treat. It also explores the 
so-called dumbing down of culture 
the shortening of attention spans 
the rise of camp and pop-art, sub 
liminal manipulation, the under- 
ground culture of Brion Gysin’s 
dream machines, and the perceived 
phenomenon that the subject matter 
of the movies is getting coarser all 
the time. For all these effects, he 
invents a chilling cause that will 
give the reader an uneasy pause for 
thought 

The book has echoes of Joseph 
Conrad’s Heart Of Darkness, a com- 
parison that he pushes by mention- 
ing it in the text as being an unfin- 
ished film that Castle was working 
on with Orson Welles—who actual- 
ly did abandon a version of it in 
reality. The book is a dark para- 
noid classic, a must for film nuts, 
conspiracy theorists, or anyone 
who enjoys a good thriller. Great 
stuff. | look forward to the film.

Incertain contexts, it can be 
tempting to draw conclusions on 
how the items got there and who 
‘their owners are—the sweater in the 

ind belongs to some forget- 
kid, the discarded coat down- 
town in the springtime kept a home- 
less guy warm over winter, the 
panties in the street... well, best not 
to dwell, perhaps. 

However, The Clothes Project is 
more about raising questions than 
offering answers or speculation. Wil- 
son and Ochiena don’t recall a spe- 
cific light bulb moment that generat- 
ed the Project but know that the 
notion Suggested itself on the pair's 
frequent walks through non-subur- 
ban Vancouver areas. 

“At some point, after seeing all 
these pieces of clothing around, we 
had the idea of intervening and 

ing them in the environment,” 
“We were thinking in terms of re- 
ification in Vancouver, of these 
aig is on the edge of 
industrial / residential areas that 
were being remade into something 
else, and homelessness too,” elabo- 
rates Wilson. “We were looking at in 
acynical way, playing with that pre- 
ion of an area or issue being 
‘fixed’, but with no real structural or 
social change. All Band-aid; all 
appearance.”

immediacy of Polaroids. The dispos- 
ability of Polaroids also nicely 
echoes the discarded nature of the 
clothes. 

Ochiena admits, “It was hard get- 
ting to the point of not attaching 
value to the images, and valuing the 
action as opposed to the object. To 
me, in the beginning, the art was the 
photo, not the process.” Despite his 
shift in focus, the before and after 
images he takes documenting the 
Project are aesthetically adept and 
compelling enough to warrant atten- 
tion. 

The artists wound up repeating 
the intervention in Victoria, and the 
Project evolved with the new envi- 
ronment. “This was more like hunt- 
ing,” Ochiena says, instead of the 
serendipitous approach they took in 
Vancouver. 

Wilson notes, “The Project evolves 
in relation to the galleries we are 
with, too. Different galleries have 
different mandates. It changes a lot, 
every time we do it—how we docu- 
ment it, how it hangs in the gallery, 
how and where people can talk 
about it.” 

In Victoria, they also abandoned 
their sporadic practice of periodical- 
ly checking up on the clothes to see if 
they were still where the artists had 
returned them. “Tt just felt creepy,

like we were spying,” Wilson con- 
tends. “Too ‘social worker’; too con- 
trolling. It’s not what it is about. Our 
function is just to locate the pieces, 
wash them, and return them.”

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“To call attention,” offers Ochiena. 

The cities themselves influence the 
parameters of the work as well. 
Ochiena and Wilson laugh as they 
relate that Saskatoon yielded exactly 





zero specimens. “We wound up 
doing a series of postcards about the 
project instead,” Wilson says. “A 
reporter there asked us why we 
thought we didn’t find anything 
and we didn’t have any answers. 


DRESS CODE 

The artists stress that the work is 
essentially exploratory, and meant to 
provoke thought and open dialogue 
rather than preach any message 
Ochiena and Wilson go through the 
Investigative process quite r yutinely 
themselves. 

‘There's a lot I'm uncomfortable 
with,” Wilson confesses, “The major 
ity of what we find is on the out- 
skirts of extreme affluence, then 
within a block of that there’s extreme 
poverty. There's a real sense lately of 
whether we're exploiting a certain 
area—why is it alwe a reference to 
poverty? Are we there as outsiders? 
Do different areas treat us different 
ly, with our camera and notepads? | 
hate the idea of being a scientist or 
observer. In Victoria, a lady inter- 
preted it as an act of charity. | was 
horrified. That was never the inten- 
tion.” 

Ochiena concurs. “Both of us are 
really reluctant to attach meaning 
There are possible interpretations, all 
too specific. We're really interested 
in hearing what other people think 
about it. Lately we've been talking 
about what we learn as ‘tourists,’ 
seeing the cities this way, and how 
one relates to other locations. Mov- 
ing through a space with a goal, 
what it references—I learn more 
every time we do it.”

RON JENKINS MAKES NO APOLOGIES 
for remounting the hugely success- 
ful 2002 production of Mary's Wed- 
ding as his opening show in Work- 
shop West's new season. 

“The number of people I run into 
that haven't seen it is [huge], or if 
they saw it the last time, they say 
they can’t wait to see it again. Plus 
it's Year of the Veteran, and I want- 
ed to do a play that spoke to that. I 
don’t think we have maxed out on 
the audience for this play, and I love

it and wanted to do it again.” 

So, after its Edmonton run, the 
show will play Fort MacMurray’s 
Keyano Theatre and, says Jenkins, 
there's a possibility it will go to New 
York for the Fringe or a run ina larg- 
er theatre. 

But in the meantime, both Jenkins 
and Daniel Amold (who plays Char- 
lie) say they're having a splendid 
time re-exploring a “special story,” 
with the advantage of three years of 
maturity on the part of the young 
performers. Arnold is playing oppo- 
site creative partner Medina Hahn 
(Mary). “It’s amazing to see how 
quickly the role and the journey 
came back. As far as approaching it 
now, I think that there is something 
different. There is a slight, larger 
maturity. Me and Medina still have 








youthful spirits.” 

Jenkins agrees “There's these 
moments like the horse ride, where 
things are a bit cooler—the line read- 
ings are different, you realize they're 
older and it's a difference.” 


ANOTHER WAR LINGERS 

However, Daniel Armold is of the 
opinion that while three years matu- 
rity does make a difference, audi- 
ences will most likely notice a higher 
comfort level from the actors. “It’s 
not just a maturity issue but also of 
rehearsal. We have more rehearsal 
time, and I know there will be more 
ease in the production. In a sense 
we're remounting, and a lot of the 
physicality isn’t the same. It has 
shifted and become more organic.” 

That Mary‘s Wedding will play in 


La Cite Francophone’s proscenium 
stage rather than the late, lamented 
Kaasa, will also bring a different 
flavour to the proceedings says Jenk- 
ins. 

However both men are agreed on 
the underlying message of this play 
of memory, love and war. 

“Medina Hahn said to me the 
other day,” remembers Arnold, 
“When we were doing the show the 
first time, it was right before the 
invasion of Iraq, and now it’s still 
going on.’ We have a strong feeling 
that this is a commendation of those 
who fought in the war but also a call 
out to ‘Let’s not have to fight any- 
more” 

Jenkins says the play was born out 
of playwright Stephen Massicotte’s 
experience as a cadet with Lord

Strathcona’s Horse Regiment, the 
stories of veterans and a cataclysmic 
breakup with his then girlfriend. 
Jenkins describes Mary's Wedding as 
a “love letter to her and the men he 
served with in the Strathconas.” 


TAPPED INTO THE HEART 

With Remembrance Day around 

+ the comer, and 2005 being Year of 
the Veteran, Jenkins says Workshop 
West is also celebrating the contribu 
tions of the military in the Edmonto 
community. “This year we've got 
military personnel coming and their 
families. On opening night we'll 
have a vedette (ceremonial guard) 
from the Strathconas there, some 
officers. This regiment is part of our 
community. I’m not equating the 
play with the soldiers killed in the 
friendly fire, but the community 
came together and supported the 
women left behind. It’s still in my 
mind, the services they had for thos 
men, and the services for the Moun 
ties gunned down in Mayerthorpe. 
And we do forget; we forget about 
war.” 

The task of remembrance weighs 
heavily upon Daniel Arnold too. “1 
feel this task as a teller of stories, the 
task of reminding what they went 
through for our lives to be what the 
are now—and then asking does it 
have to happen again? I would hop: 
not.” 

The message says Jenkins is com- 
pelling because the words come 
straight from the playwrights heart 

“The play doesn’t do what Wilfred 
Owen's poetry or Sassoon’s poetry 

_ does, because those guys were wmit- 
ing ona daily basis of the experienc: 
of war and writing scathing, 
scathing poetry about that war 
because it was about nothing, 
treaties. It doesn’t do that, but it hits 
you.in an emotional place.” 

And that, says Arnold, is both the 
tragedy and the happiness of Mary's 
Wedding. “War, in the play, breaks 
up the sweetest thing, And yet love 
still survives somehow. [Massicotte| 
tapped into the heart. Not the man 
or the woman but the heart.”

Mutt’s Nuts is producing the North 
American English language pre- 
miere of the play.

IT’S A NO-BRAINER FINDING THE 
drama and the passion in the hit 
musical Cookin’ at the Cookery: The 
Music and Times of Alberta Hunter, 
say its music director George Cald- 
well and lead actress Gretha Boston: 
While not quite as widely known 
to contemporary audiences as some 
of her peers, Alberta Hunter was a 
super-talented singer in the same 
league as Ella Fitzgerald, Josephine 
Baker, and Lena Horne, as well as 
i a passionate “original,” he 


Caldwell says Hunter “followed 
her heart in ali matters,” including 
the hyper-dramatic real-life twist of 
walking away from her hard-earned 
fame and then making a triumphant 
return to the singing stage in her 80s. 

“She had to have a joy and a love 
for everything she did, be that 
singing or her second career as a 
nurse,” says the Broadway veteran. 
“Her philosophy was that you 
shouldn't take away more than you 
give and that you should accent the 
positive. It wasn’t just something she 
said, it was something she lived,” he 


says of the complicated singer and 
her event-filled life.” 

Caldwell, who also appears on- 
stage playing the piano and per- 
forming in the role of Gerald Cook, 
has spent the last “five or six years” 
touring the continent with the popu- 
lar Marion J. Caffey-penned blues- 
oriented musical. After its Citadel 
run, Caldwell and the production 
are going back to New York City. 

Born in Memphis in 1895, Hunter 
made her way to Chicago at the ten- 
der age of 16, quickly finding a niche 
for herself in the nightclub scene. 
Singing at Dago Frank's on South 
State Street, Hunter worked her way 
up to perform with King Oliver's 
Creole Jazz Band. 

By 1921, the genre-busting 26- 
year-old Hunter was living in the 
Big Apple recording music with 
Eubie Blake and Noble Sissle. By the 
’30s she‘d crossed the Big Pond and 
was performing in the London pro- 
duction of Showboat, a turn that also 
inaugurated a rich international 
career that saw her become a musi- 
cal staple in major European clubs. 

According to Caldwell, the war 
years (WWII and the Korean con- 
flict) saw Hunter touring the war 
zones, performing with the United 
Service Organization (USO). 

By 1954, facing the reality that the 
music business was drying up or 
changing, she decided to study nurs- 
ing and got a job ina New York hos- 
pital after lying about her age. 





In 1977, an 82-year-old Hunter 
made a huge comeback, writing the 
soundtrack for the film Remember my 
Name, appearing in Robert Altman’s 
The Laundromat, and recording four 
albums, including the smash 
“Amtrak Blues.” Caldwell says he 
briefly met the musical legend at the 
Memphis film premiere of one of her 
projects 

Hunter died in 1984, at the age of 
89. 

According to Tony Award-win- 
ning, classically-trained singer 
Gretha Boston, Cookin’ at the Cookery 
is far richer than your average musi- 
cal. “There's a lot of music, but 
there's a lot of dialog and narrative 
as well. Its very much a play with 
music.” 

New York-based Bostonite says 
the play is extra-challenging given 
that the bulk of the show is carried 
by herself and Starr Domingue, the 
Canadian actress playing the young 
Alberta Hunter. 

“It’s not easy taking on the job of 
playing someone's whole life on 
stage, but it is made easier because I 
can play a lot of it through myself 
and my own experiences. Like me, 
Alberta was the kind of person who 
didn’t take nonsense from anyone 
and wouldn't take on a project just 
to have a gig,” says Boston. 

“Her music is also music that I 
love and that I grew up with so it’s 
real easy to feel at home with.”

THE COOKERY WAS AROUND THE 
comer from where | went to school. By 
school | mean NYU, New York 
University. The “campus” was Washington 
Square, which at that time was prime hang- 
out turf, Players looking for a jam brought 
their guitars down.

Honeycombed 
around the neighbourhood were tiny clubs 
that featured unknown “folk singers” who 
literally passed their hat around the audi- 
ence after their set.

The Cookery, however, was different. First 
of all, it wasn't down a flight of stairs, nor was it 
grungy.

What makes this script effective is 
an absence of gore, the almost mat- 
ter of fact communication of horrific 
events, and the clinical dissection of 
a mind distorted and driven to kill 
Lavery’s script, and Chris Abra 
hams direction, intellectualize 
tragedy, allowing the play’s central 
argument, that of forgiveness, to be 
foremost rather than a seething ball 
of emotions and hot button issues 
Creeping through the convolutions 
of plot and emotion is a sickening 
realization that each character is 
guilty of “evil” acts as clues are 
dropped throughout the evening— 
Ralph's crimes are just the monu 
mental extension of emotional 
neglect and adultery 

Abraham's production is dark 
and cold. Utilizing area staging, the 
(surprisingly) large Rice Theatre 
space is stripped bare—there are no 
black curtains or set—instead, the 
theatre is a cold, black echoing void, 
the impression enhanced by the use 
of mirrors and harshly focused 
lights, Stark pools, slivers, and slash 
es of white and orange light strike 
the performers unexpectedly, high- 
lighting a nose or peering eyes. It’s 
unsettling. Amplified sound effects, 
while sometimes intrusive, provide 
a chaotic counterpoint to the calcu- 
lated staging and exceptionally 
focused, disciplined performances 
Although directorially the produc- 
tion slips into outright rigidity at 
times, the approach utterly immers- 
es the audience in the arguments, 
while holding it at arm’s length 
from the drama—with the exception 
of Nancy's searing monologue at 
the end of Act One. The rest of the 
time, emotional moments, especially 
those involving Ralph, are contra- 
dicted by an act or utterance of vile- 
ness. It’s Brecht’s alienation tech- 
nique used subtly and to great 
effect. 

It’s a hell of a juggling act for a 
cast—balancing intellectualism with 
emotion, inhumanity with deep 
humanity. However, Oliver Becker, 
Kelli Fox and Tanja Jacobs each find 
the horror and humanity coexisting

the FemBots have touched a nerve with 
their third album, The City, a musical 
Polaroid of their evolving relationship with 
their hometown during its relentless gentri- 
fication. Press on the album has consisted of 
rapturous reviews and a whole lot of focus 
‘on urban issues such as the destruction of 
working-class inner city neighbourhoods in 
favour of cookie-cutter condo-ization for 
the wealthy. 

“The album's been getting a lot of atten- 
tion, and that’s great, but | don’t want to 
come off as a crank in the press,” laughs 
Dave MacKinnon, “It’s not that the whole 
idea is that ‘they’ ruined everything. I'm no 
activist. | don't necessarily know if it is for 
better or for worse, I'm just living through 
the growing pains of the city. I'm all for 
cities becoming more dense and populated 
rather than endlessly expanding, but to live 
through this in this short amount of time is 
strange.” 

Aurally documenting a process that's dis- 
orienting to the bandmates has ironically 
given them their most cohesive offering to 
date. A slightly southern Gothic-tinged indie 
rock album, sprawling and melodic, with 
nostalgic '70s tics, The City is a soulful depar- 














ture from their more playful cut-and-paste 
experimentalism of their first wo albums. 

“It’s certainly our ‘least difficult’ record, 
MacKinnon agrees. “Our least obnoxious 
and annoying record. | was thinking about it 
when | started writing the record—tt's like 
a breakup record.

Traditional music whips audiences into both 
dancing and debating frenzies

FOR DAVID BUCHBINDER, TRUMPET 
player/de facto leader of the Flying 
Bulgar Klezmer Band, it took a near 
insurrection on the part of an audi- 
ence during a performance a few 
years back in Toronto to fully under- 
stand the seriousness with which afi- 
cionados take their Klezmer music. 
“One half of the audience were Jews 
wanting to hear something they 
recognised—y know, normal 
Klezmer music—while the other half 
wanted to hear the more adventur- 
ous stuff,” he explains with a chuck- 
le. Klezmer, the ecstatic, extremely- 
traditional Jewish music that has 
experienced resurgence on all fronts 
thanks to a broad range of musi- 
cians, from the Klezmatics to free 
jazz composer John Zorn to the 
world beat-inflected Flying Bulgars, 
has very militant adherents. Some 
enjoy the insertion of alien influ- 
ences, while others cling fiercely to it 
as a pure expression of Jewish cul- 
ture. “It was a clash between two 
worlds, really,” Buchbinder 
observes. No doubt—the Flying Bul- 
gars actually had to stop the show to 


te 




























talk out the issue with the warring 
factions. 

It’s not as though the Bulgars 
were serving up anything radically 
different from what they usually 
play; formed in 1987, the six-piece 
outfit casually mixed Klezmer with 
Polish dance tunes, gypsy folk 
music, and jazz right from the start. 
Klezmer’s insistent, whirling 
rhythms proved perfect for experi- 
mentation with different forms of 
jazz and Afro-American music, and 
eminently danceable, too. Audiences 
also took to the Bulgars (who also 
include drummer Daniel Barnes, 
bassist Victor Bateman, pianist Mari- 
lyn Lerner, multi instrumentalist 
Bob Stevenson, and singer Dave 
Wall)—they’ ve played to enthusias- 
tic crowds all over the world. Their 
five albums have been stellar exam- 
ples of the form, with the most 
recent, 2003's Juno-nominated Sweet 
Return, being a particularly adept 
blend of world music influences. 

Still, it always pays to head back 
to the well for inspiration; whether 
due to the weddings the band occa- 
sionally plays, or simply a wish to 
explore their roots, Buchbinder has 
found the Bulgars returning to tradi- 
tional Klezmer forms. “Tt just feels 
like the right thing to do at the 








moment,” he reflects. “Strangely 
enough, I’m actually working ona 
solo project of my own, where I'm 
getting out some of my jazz influ- 
ences—even mixing some Klezmer 
with Cuban music. It’s kind of neat; 
if you check your musical history, 
you can see where Spanish music 
comes from Arabic, Jewish, and 
Gypsy music.” 

That's the sort of musical ques- 
tioning that continually fuels the 
Bulgars interest in fusion, and you 
can catch Buchbinder’s passion for 
exploration in his explanation of 





rhythmic and melodic similarities in 
different forms. The occasional fric- 
tion that has erupted from the 
band’s interest in the common lin- 
eage behind disparate forms of 
music hasn't affected Buchbinder’s 
desire to continue with Klezmer as 
the band’s foundation, even if he has 
on occasion wondered whether to 
remove the word from the band’s 
name. “It’s still the base of what we 
do,” he insists. “We may like to mix 
it up with other kinds of music, but 
this is where we're rooted.”

Political punk pioneers not petrified

AS WITH OTHER SANE AMERICANS, 
“George Bush's victory in the last US Presi- 
‘dential election was a crushing blow for leg- 
‘Bndary So-Cal political punk-rockers Bad 
Religion. But, rather than rock out against 
the President, the group decided to play the 


‘waiting game 
“The philosophy now is to get ready for 

‘the clean-up,” says bassist Jay Bentley from 
his home in Bowen Island, British Columbia. 
“This [the current conflict in Iraq] won't be 
fike World War | where there was a big 
party at the end. Its West versus East, cul- 
‘ture, and religion.” 

Social commentary aside, when the group 
lands i in Edmonton Friday, they'll likely liber- 
“ally indulge in a playlist heavy with songs off 
__ their most recent album, 2004's The Empire 
Strikes First. 

__ “It’s sonically our best record,” explains 


Bentley, “There are two or three songs that 
are collectively the best songs we've ever 
done.” 

It was only a few years ago that Bad Reli- 
gion was on the verge of breaking up, 
although, as Bentley explains, it was not any 
single reason that almost spelled the end of 
the group, but a collection of small issues. 

“There was no drive,” he says. “It wasn't 
unbearable or anything; | was just glad to be 
off the major label [Atlantic] and Bobby's 
[former drummer Bobby Schayer] shoulder 
was thrashed and he quit.” 

After 25 years and countless achieve- 
ments, including the recent inclusion of the 
group's song “You are (the Government)” in 
British magazine Mojo's list of the “50 great- 
est punk rock songs of all-time, you would 
think that a band like Bad Religion would set- 
tle into the elder statesmen role, but, 
according to Bentley, that won't be happen- 
ing anytime soon. 

“Really?” he says with surprise when noti- 
fied of Mojo’s list. “Il didn't know—but we 
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usually take both the accolades and criticisms 
and put them in the trash. 
‘I'd like to think we're a band that 
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inspires other people. “Seeing a band like 
KISS was like seeing a magic show that we 
could never do, but when | saw Black Flag, 
for the first time | felt that could be me up 
there,” he adds. 

When asked about the future of Bad Reli- 
gion and a possible new album in 2006, Bent- 
ley, unable to give a definite answer, 
responds with vague uncertainties. 

“We don’t know, that's how we work,” J 
he laughs.

RIOT OF THEIR OWN 

This is where the myth of The 
Jesus And Mary Chain’s riotous per- 
formances originates. With the 
emphasis on “myth.” Because 
although they hardly ever per- 
formed longer than 15 minutes, the 

“riots” quite often only took place in 
the offices of various music-rag edi- 
tors. 

Boycotted by practically every 
club back home, The Jesus And 
Mary Chain got into the habit of 
nicking gigs by simply showing up 
and “borrowing” other band’s 
instruments. But the labels still 
showed no interest, and the brothers 
were close to giving up, moving 
away, and working at a kibbutz. 
That's when Bobby Gillespie entered 
the picture.

Listening to Psychocandy, it’s easy 
to hear where My Bloody Valentine 
found fuel for their pioneering trip 
in sound.

INo stranger to conflicts, Klodawsky has 
been making documentaries for over 20 
years, including Shootand Cry, shot in the 
Middle East during the Intifada. But this 
film had special challenges in fractious Sri 
Lanka, where many sympathetic to the 
project were too fearful to speak on camera. 
The crew and the family of Dr. Thiranaga- 
ma were in considerable peril while film- 
ing. Restrictions on filming meant some 
sequences had to be recreated. 


Truth is the weapon 


Rajani Thiranagama’s quest for peace ended in 
violence, but her story continues to foster hope 


‘The National Film Board is one of the 
only places, perhaps in the world, that | 
could have made this film. The NFB was 
very sensitive and involved in seeing to the 
needs of the people in the film and ensur- 
ing their safety.” 

The film will run on the Documentary 
Channel in Canada, and after its run at the 
Global Visions festival in Edmonton will 
next be shown at the Amnesty Internation- 
al Festival in Vancouver. In November, it 
will be featured at the international Confer- 
ence on Achieving Human Security in 
Berlin. 


“Something I'm very proud of is the way 


the film is galvanizing the nonviolent 
movement with human rights activists all 
over the world. It’s not just a Sri Lankan 
story but an international story.” 

Narrated by Michael Ondaatje, No More 
Tears, Sister is an evocative and moving 
account of Rajan’s life. By the end, Rajani 
seems se familiar that her loss seems per- 
sonal to the viewer. For Klodawsky, those 
feelings were intensified. Klodawsky 
speaks of Rajani, whom she never met, as if 
she is a friend. 

“Rajani was part of a generation, 1960s 
and 1970s, that wanted to change society 
for the better. She was such a passionate, 
accomplished woman, so giving, so poetic 
in all her interactions with the world. She 
was a popular figure in Jaffna, but asking 
people to question blind allegiance to any 
leader was threatening to those in power.”

Though Rajani died, the messags 
movie is ultimately hopeful. Given the 
long-standing conflict in Sri Lanka as well 
as the wars in Iraq and elsewhere, hope 
in short supply. But after all, Gandhi and 
Martin Luther King, jr., showed that nonvi- 
olence can succeed, and change the world 
for the better. 

“Those in the Sri Lankan diaspora have 
really embraced this film. Although Rajani 
didn’t live, her message lives on and that’s 
where the hope exists, and it is being taken 
up in her country by a lot of Sri Lankan dis- 
sidents who had been very silent because 
of the danger of speaking out against 
nationalism and violence. 

“Rajani came to the conclusion that real 
human rights indignity would be fought 
with truth than with violence, through 
negotiation, not armies,” Klodawsky said, 
noting the womans ability to change hearts 
and minds. “Raj's husband and sister Nir- 
mala, both revolutionaries, once committed 
to armed struggle, had to reformulate their 
views. That gives me hope. They haven't 
stopped fighting for change, they still 
believe in the power of truth~ telling. 

“It was such a privilege to work with 
these people, Rajani’s family, not only 
because of the great personal risk they took 
to be involved in this film, but because they 
still believe in nonviolent change in spite of 
everything that has happened.”

Speaking Out: Women Of Uganda and 
Me And The Mosque 

The National Film Board is the Cadillac ride 
for documentaries. While many of the films 
at Global Visions are low-budget DIY affairs, 
you know when you are seeing an NFB pro- 
duction: they are just beautifully done. 

Me and the Mosque is one of these, a 
smart, hip look at women in islam centred 
around the issue of segregation in North 
American mosques. Through interviews with 
academics, religious leaders, and muslim 
women and men in the community, Regina- 
based filmmaker Zarqa Nawaz deftly oudines 
the issues as well as presenting a quickie his- 
tory of female participation in the masjid, or 
mosque. 

ft sounds so backward, but the point is 
quickly made in a snapshot of urban male 
muslim hipsters in trucker caps standing next 
to a group of their female counterparts in 
burquas. Backwards? It was not always so 
We learn that in Mohammed's time, women 
were not only allowed to pray with the men, 
they were active participants, asking ques- 
tions, teaching, and forming policy: It is only 
later that women were put behind screens, 
separate rooms, or barred from mosques 
entirely: her own mosque, which once had a 
low paftition, installed a one-way mirror 
recently. And there is a huge cultural battle 
in muslim communities about the participa- 
tion of women. Even Nawaz’s own brother 
warns her, “You're giving us a bad name.” 

Even the women's opinions differ radical- 

ly. Some welcome the peace that being away 
from men gives them, but most have practi- 
cal reasons for eliminating walls and separa- 
tion: we can’t see the Powerpoint presenta- 
tions, says one woman. 
Me and the Mosque is an intelligent, and 
despite the sometimes discouraging facts, an 
overwhelmingly positive account of modern 
muslim women. 


In wealthy North America, we take it for 
granted that women are equal and have that 
equality protected under law. We have lived 
with this fact for just under 100 years, and 
despite a few hanging on to chauvinist beliefs, 
men have for the most part agreed. This is 
not so in some African countries, like Ugan- 
da. Though the current president has 
declared the liberation of women an impor- 
tant goal of modern Uganda, many girls and 
young women are still kept out of school 
and married young. 

Ir's interesting to see accomplished 
women like Members of Parliament Miria 
Matembe and Nyumetta Ruth Kavuma acting 
as educators and role models for girls. They 
often sound more radical than “liberated” 
North American women: “Most of us start 
right at the bottom,” says Kavuma. The mid- 
dle (marriage, jobs), she continues, appears 
so attractive, but young women must resist 
them in order to continue their studies and 
achieve at higher goals. Can you imagine out 
public leaders telling girls not to marry for 
the sake of their careers? 

Although this video is often rough (the 
sound in places is particularly awful) and 
tends towards too many talking heads, a lot 
of what we see and hear is so invigorating 
because so much of it is still relevant to 
Canadian women, if you think about it. Hear- 
ing some of the teenage girls speak about the 
need for education and the difficulties that 
their families go through to earn enough 
money to pay the school fees, you can’t help 
but think about how hard it is still for North 
American women to balance work and fami- 
ly—recently, Neil French, a top advertising 
executive, got himself into hot water for say- 
ing that women aren't breaking through the 
glass ceiling because of our tendency to 
“wimp out to go suckle something.” Amaz- 
ing! 

Think about it. Uganda struggles with 
poverty, war, and corruption. What's our 


excuse?

There seems to be 
no end to the improvisation and creativity of 
these beleaguered people. “We make the 
most of this precariousness,” says one 
woman. How much do we really need to to 
enjoy ourselves? Great visuals and music 
too. Take the kids to see this one. 

The psychological thriller documentary 
Red Gold might be hard for the kids to han- 
dle, on the other hand There's a profit 
incentive as well as a humanitarian purpose 
in the invention by a group of Danes of a 
plant which they say can detect landmines. 
When the Danes went to Angola to test the 
plant, they say they ran afoul of the estab- 
lished mine-clearing industry. Andy Smith,

Stranger In My Own Skin and Through 
The Eyes Of Artists 

In 1998, Iman Mersel, an Egyptian poet, immi- 
grated to the United States and then to 
Canada with her husband, Michael, a student 
of ethnomusicology, Stranger in My Own 
Skin is a personal reflection of her immigra- 
tion experience, and subtextually the feelings 
of the filmmaker, Shabnum Sukhdev, who 
herself immigrated to Canada only three 
years ago. 

Through home videos of her life with her 
family in Egypt to recitations of poetry or 
walks through downtown Edmonton, Mersel 
articulates the typical difficulties of having 
come here ("It was a shock to find you can 
survive in this cold!”’) as well as the more psy- 
chological—coming to live in a foreign has 
disrupted her easy assumption that there is a 
“home” where she belongs: “! can’t fit here, 
but have discovered that | can’t fit there 
either.” 

Sukhdev never attempts to conceal herself 
in this process, at one point shooting her 
cameraman and sound recorder shooting 
Mersel. Like most immigrants, these two 
women have used their shared experience to 
form an alliance, an island nation building a 
bridge to the other world. Immigrants are 
usually treated like children because they 
don't necessarily understand their new lan- 
guage or how things are done, but creating 
this video to give their experience a voice to 
share. 

Last year, a group of artists set out to 
paint, draw and sculpt their ideas and feelings 
about human rights and citizenship. But these 
are individuals who have a first-hand knowl- 
edge of what it’s like to be on the margins of 
society—each of them is developmentally 
disabled, working on their projects through 
the Nina Haggerty Centre on the north side 
of the city. 

The documentary Through the Eyes of Artists 
follows the group as they first make a draw- 
ings that show the difficulties they face with 
the ETS and DATS buses to be presented to 
City Hall (a motion is later passed to give free 
bus passes to AISH recipients) to a full-blown 
art exhibition that will be presented at the 
Haggerty Centre's gallery and an afternoon 
visit with John Ralston Saul at Rideau Hall in 
Ottawa. Along the way, we see them grapple 
with the usual self-doubt and struggles that 
any artist goes through, and the negotiations 
they make within the group and with their 
mentoring artists. Interviews with various 
artists bring up real issues like the povert of 
being on AISH (You ‘cant socialize, you can’t 
La out’) or how they have often ceded their 


Your Mind and Justice Japan Style 
These three films are thematically linked in 
their examination of the injustly imprisoned. 
Dual Injustice, although purporting to discuss 
the grander, certainly horrific problem of dis- 
appeared women in Ciudad Juarez and Chi- 
huahua, largely focuses on the murder of 
Neyra Azucena Cervantes, who, one day, 
never returned home from college classes. 
Her murder resulted in the imprisonment of 
her cousin, David Meza, after he was tor- 
tured to confess to the crime. The more inti- 
mate narrative is potent. Speak Your Mind, 
on the other hand, attempts to document as 
many violations of the American First 
Amendment post-9/1 | as possible. The bias is 
to NYC (particularly during the Republican 
National Convention) and, well, white. 
Although at times painfully didactic, the 
extent of the constitutional violations is 
worth documenting. Finally, Justice Japan Style 
dispenses with cultural context to portray 
the justice system in Japan. Renown for its 
high percentage of convictions and the “cere- 
monial” nature of confession, the Japanese 
judicial system is, in this film, a bad, bad thing. 
Unfortunately, with only allusions to why 
Japan holds the values that it does, the por- 
trait that emerges from Justice reeks of eth- 
nocentrism and, ironically, prejudgment.

This award-winning documentary account 
of a refugee's long voyage to Canada is 
shocking, but the injustice is presented so 
casually one leaves with the feeling such 
experiences are common for those trying to 
make our country their home. 

Even the least sympathetic Albertan view- 
er is bound to be moved by the protagonists’ 
drive to seek basic employment and provide 
for their love ones. 

A grim soundtrack heightens the mood of 
desperation, but this cloud does lift periodi- 
cally: one welcome break comes when a 
Mariachi band performs on a river raft sepa- 
rating the Mexico-Guatemala border. 

Sacrifice is a key theme in the picture, rep- 
resented best in accounts of the migrants 
being captured and subjected to cruel and 
bizarre tortures during their journey. 

Although difficult to watch, the film raises 
important moral questions about immigration 
policies throughout North America, and 
forces us to ask whether citizens of a wealthy 
nation such: as Canada can stand by while our 
country’s policies wreak havoc on the less 
fortunate.

No More Tears Sister 

Ata time when many are questioning, if not 
condemning outright, the use of violence to 
resolve conflict, this movie brings us a 
woman who first embraced, then turned 
her back on violence. Dr. Rajani Thiranaga- 
mavwas a Tamil in Sri Lanka, a leftist revolu- 
tionary and scholar who married across eth- 
nic lines to a Sinhalese revolutionary. The 
movie introduces us to Rajani through her 
older sister, a former Tamil rebel and politi- 
cal prisoner who returns to Sri Lanka to 
publicize her sister's story. Rajani is revealed 
to us in a poetic and intimate way with 
archival footage, excerpts from letters, 
songs, and the reminiscences of friends and 
family. 

Once a part of the armed Tamil struggle, 
Rajani became an outspoken proponent of 
nonviolence, critical of all sides in the armed 
Sri Lankan conflict and of nationalism itself. 
She paid a heavy price for her honesty and 
courage. In 1999, she was assassinated. 
Despite her tragic death, the message is 
clear. It's better to die for peace than to kill 
for it. Ideally, this movie would be shown as 
part of a double feature with Gandhi or a 
documentary on Martin Luther King Jr. and 
the American civil rights movement, to pro- 
vide a complementary message of hope. In 
both cases the leaders, like Rajani, paid with 
their lives. But their movements suceeded, 
and changed the world for the better. By 
the end of this movie, Rajani feels like a 
friend and the loss feels personal. It'd be a 


shame for her life to be wasted completely.

(Hate) Machine and Beyond Treason 

Like a good novella, a good short film can 
leave one wondering why some artists need 
hours of their audience's time to make their 
point. Phil Caron is clearly not one of those 
artists, requiring less than five minutes of 
your life to illustrate how a skilled film 
maker, whether documentary, drama, or 
commercial, can manipulate not just film, 
actors and props, but—most importantly— 
you, the audience. (Hate) Machine should be 
required viewing wherever it’s imperative that 
critical thinking is applied, which means practi- 
cally everywhere in the media saturated land- 
scape we inhabit. It is indeed a superb com- 
plement to Beyond Treason, the documen- 
tary that it accompanies. 

In the propagandist documentary Beyond 
Treason, director William Lewis mainly 
attempts to explain how American soldiers 
became disabled following a war that lasted a 
mere 100 hours. Avoiding the general wis- 
dom of “war is hell,” he delves into the 
“whos,” “whats,” and “hows” without so 
much as touching upon the “whys”—an 
equally important aspect of warfare. 

Lewis dedicates his film to those “who 
serve for the right reasons” (although no fur- 
ther explanation is given of what those “right” 
reasons are, beyond same vague notions of 

“serving one's country”), the film presents 
American soldiers as everyday heroes, being

to conclude that Yes is precious. 

Some of you will be enraptured 
by Sally Potter's new film and its 
grown-up romanticism, visual 
splendour, cheeky wit, and verbal 
elegance. 

The rest of you will find Yes con- 
trived, gimmicky, slow, ponderous, 
pretentious, overblown. 

Sucks to be you though, sticks in 
the mud, because Option A is the 
right answer. Yahoo! Yes is a colour- 
ful, charming gift and a movie 
lover's surprise party rolled into 
one, a playful, engaging rumination 
on sex, infidelity, love, race, reli- 
gion, birth, death, and dirt—the big 
subjects, in other words, and the 
adventurous Potter (The Tango Les 
son) knows how to make you roll 
them around as if they were fresh, 
imbuing her movie with vitality 
and flair. And though not absolute- 
ly successful, her “gimmick,” which 
we'll come to, is an integral part of 
pulling it off this little gem. 

She (joan Allen) is an Irish-Amer- 
ican scientist stuck ina passionless 
marriage to British politician 
Anthony (Sam Neil). The self-pos- 
sessed She consents to seduction by 
He (Simon Abkarian), a Lebanese 
chef who embodies the romantic 
fire that Anthony can’t stoke. 
Unfortunately, this mariage of true 
minds begins to admit impediment 
all over the place. Infidelity typical- 
ly gets messy, of course, complicat- 
ed here because the lovers also fail 
to understand the trials of the other 
He, for instance, justifiably resents 
the bigotry he faces (Yes began its 

ife as Potter's response to 9/11) 
and he doesn’t much like being 
regarded as a sex object either 

That's not really how She sees 
him, mind you, but the wonderful 
Joan Allen does invest her character 
with an aching sense of longing, 
one that doesn’t undermine her for- 


midable presence one iota. Simon 
Abkarian looks like Kevin Kline in 
an unfortunate moustache, which 
makes it hard'to take him seriously 
at first, especially since he lays the 
romancing on a little thick. But you 
warm to him because he begins to 
radiate sincere and potent sureness 
in himself. 

The title may put you in mind of 
dear old Molly Bloom, and Yes 
shares much with Molly’s dream- 
like soliloquy. Sensual, sexual, sen- 
suous, with a strong, sexually 
charged woman at its core, Yes 
blurs the line between waking life 
and the foggy, overheated world of 
the mind. That's partly due to Pot- 
ter’s intelligent manipulation of 
visual styles. The initial courtship, 
for instance, is a stop-action waltz 
captured by overhead security cam- 
era. Potter also has a splendid sense 





of humour that expresses itself in 
the images as surely as in the 
words. When the characters wan- 
der toward His apartment for the 
first time, their accelerating pace 
marks their tacit agreement to get 
jiggy: they all but run through the 
door. 

It’s at this point that we have to 
address the “gimmick.” If you don’t 
already know what it is, it can be 
fun to have it sneak up on you. It is, 
however, the kind of surprise that 
will either make you hoot with 
delight or groan contemptuously: 
You've been warned. Here it comes: 

The script is written in verse, 
ostensibly in iambic pentameter, 
although the feet seem to run in 
fours, from time to time. One deli- 
cious consequence of this choice is 
that you may find yourself paying 
unusually rapt attention to the text. 


Several reasons suggest themselves. 
It may be that Potter is a particu- 
larly adept poet, for indeed she 
sometimes turns a phrase, and the 
sense of things, rather elegantly. 
Shakespeare's been stuck in mod- 
ern settings often enough... watch- 
ing Yes makes you wonder why his 
techniques have been wholly aban- 
doned by contemporary writing. 
Our heightened awareness may 
simply be due to the novelty of the 
thing or to the fact that Potter's that 
little bit not quite good enough, and 
that the words call attention to 
themselves as a result. This is 
undoubtedly true in some cases, 
where one too many internal 
rhymes clang in the ear, or in places 
where the text stymies the best 
efforts of the actors to sound like 
they're having a conversation that 
just happens to be in poetry. Pot-
